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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4,6-14,16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Thomas, III et al (US 6091563). 

Re elm 1 : Thomas, HI et al discloses an automated imaging system comprising: an 
illumination source (34), a phosphorescent imaging target (20) affixed to an object used 
in normal operation (10); and an optical imaging sensor (36) for receiving luminance 
information emitted from said phosphorescent imaging target. 
Re elm 2:a processor (44) 

Re elms 3,10,1 1: illumination source moves in relation to said phosphorescent imaging 
target (inherent in "scanner" Col 2 lines 44-45) 

Re elm 4: the phosphorescent imaging target is movable in relation to said illumination 
source (the disk cartridge 10 is inserted into the disk drive) 
Re elm 6: the received luminance information determines a position of said object 
(detected information indicates that the disk cartridge is in the disk drive) 
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Re elms 7,13,14: received luminance information determines an alignment of said 
object with another object (the disk cartridge is aligned with the disk drive col 4 line 29- 
31) 

Re elm 8:illuminance information determines a presence of said object (inherent) 
Re elms 9,12: the method of automatically imaging an object comprising the steps of: 
radiating photonic illumination onto said object, wherein said object is used in normal 
operation, scanning said object; re-radiating a portion of said radiated photonic 
illumination from a phosphorescent target on said object; and receiving said re-radiated 
photonic illumination (col 2 lines 41 -55) 

Re elm 15: incrementing a counter (inherently being performed by microprocessor 44) 
Re elm 16: an imaging system for opto-electrically detecting a presence of an object, 
said imaging system comprising: means for illuminating a region of space using a small- 
intensity illumination source (34); means for providing a phosphorescent indicium on 
said object (20); and means for detecting light energy ^e-radiated from said 
phosphorescent mark (36) 

Re elm 17:means for processing presence information responsive to said detected light 
energy (44) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Thomas, III et al (US 6091 563). 

Re elms 18,19: Thomas, III et al discloses an imaging system as noted above which has 
a means for processing presence information, means for determining positional 
orientation and means for aligning (44). However, Thomas, III et al does not disclose a 
separate means for determining positional orientation and means for aligning. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide a separate means for determining positional orientation and means for 
aligning to improve robustness, since it has been held that constructing a formerly 
integral structure in various elements involves only routine skill in the art. Nerwin v. 
Erlichman, 1 68 USPQ 1 77, 1 79. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 and 6-19 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
